dalism. Previously the prob- 
lem was there, but was not dealt 
with. 

Other Action 


Thomas Trawick, dean of stu- 
dents and faculty member of the 
court stated that “This case is in 
line with the action that was tak- 
en at OCC and other Eastern 
Conference schools with regard to 
vandalism or hazing that is lack of 
sportsmanship. We are attemtping 
to place, as much as possible, the 
development of good sportsman- 
ship and citizenship in the hands of 
the students. This is the essential 
reason for the Supreme Court.” 


All eight defendants: pleaded 
guilty to the charges of damaging 
Orange Coast College, stating in 
their defense that they were told 
by sophomores that this was the 


thing to do during the so called 
Orange Coast Week. Besides the 
freshmen, several sophomores 
were involved. 


By ‘a unanimous vote of the 
jury, no notation of the vandal- 
ism will be placed on the perma- 
nent record of those involved. 
However, certain restrictions have 
been placed on the eight defend- 
ants. 


Damage Payment 


These restrictions include pro- 
bation for the rest of the semester, 
and payment for damage by the 
end of the semester. If payment is 
not made, they are disqualified 
from attending any college in the 
United States for the next semes- 
ter. Confiscated Associated Stu- 
dent cards were returned. 


After the evidence against the 
defendants was presented, the 


courtroom was cleared while the 
jury deliberated. 


Various Reactions 

Duirng the twenty-five minute 
interim, this reporter observed the 
various reactions of the defend- 
ants. One stated that she wished 
she, had never heard of Orange 
Coast Week. Another remarked 
that even if she were not expelled, 
she might have to quit school in 
order to pay for the damage. A 
defendant stating that she was 
“all cried out,’? proceeded to lay 
her head on the table and sob. 

There was also some discussion 
among the defendants of others 
involved who were not charged. 

Discussion 

After a twenty-five minute de- 
liberation, the four boys involved 
were called into the courtroom for 
the jury’s verdict. Ten minutes
